Executive  Council  last  night  approved  a  new  budget  policy.  Under  this 
new  policy  approximately  60  percent  of  ASBYU  funds  will  come  from 
the  university  and  will  be  divided  amon] 
percent  of  funds  will  c< 
activities.
